INTERVIEW SUMMARY: 

On March 12, 2008, the undersigned agent conducted a telephone interview with the Examiner. 
Independent claims of the Application, and in particular independent claim 25 were discussed. 
The undersigned agent submitted that features of independent claims 1,18, 22, and 25 were not 
seen to be disclosed or suggested in the references cited against the Application. Further, it was 
indicated by the undersigned agent that the reference Barrus did not distinguish between an 
initiation and completion of a user input as would seem should be present to support the 
rejections of the claims. The undersigned agent pointed out this shortfall in the language of 
Barrus as cited by the Examiner in the rejections. The Examiner indicated that the claim language 
was not sufficiently specific as relating to an initiation and completion of a user input. Further, 
the Examiner appeared to indicate that the "keystroke signal" in Barrus could also be seen to be 
at an initiation and that the keypress information is sent at a completion of the user input. The 
undersigned agent expressed disagreement with the Examiner's assertions and the interview was 
ended without an agreement. 

It is believed that the above interview summary should constitute a full and appropriate response 
to any interview summary subsequently sent by the Examiner. As such, should such an Examiner 
Interview Summary be received, no further response will be submitted thereto. 
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
